To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
of  Litherland  during  1968. 

The  health  of  the  district  remained  satisfactory  during  the  year. 
There  were  146  cases  of  infectious  diseases  of  which  107  were  cases  of 
measles.  When  the  programme  for  immunisation  against  Measles 
becomes  fully  accepted,  it  is  hoped  that  the  number  of  such  cases  will 
be  drastically  reduced.  There  were  no  cases  of  diptheria  or  poliomyel¬ 
itis. 

The  birth  rate  increased  slightly  at  17-9  per  1,000  population  com¬ 
pared  with  17-2  in  1967.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  infantile  death 
rate  at  26  per  1,000  live  births  compared  with  21  in  1967.  This  figure 
continues  to  be  above  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  which  is  18. 
There  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

The  general  death  rate  was  14-2  per  1,000  population  which  is 
comparable  with  the  1967  rate  of  14T. 

There  were  243  deaths,  the  main  cause  being;  diseases  of  the  heart 
and  blood  vessels  123;  diseases  of  the  chest  (other  than  cancer)  29; 
cancer  58.  The  highest  single  cause  of  death  from  cancer  continues  to 
be  cancer  of  the  lung,  with  16  cases,  and  again  underlines  the  toll  of 
death  and  suffering  which  can  be  attributed  to  smoking. 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  maintained  their  high  standard  of 
work.  During  the  year  they  inspected  1621  houses  for  defects  and  as  a 
result  of  these  visits  and  action  taken  689  were  rendered  fit. 

Finally,  I  would  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Comm¬ 
ittee  for  their  support  and  interest  during  the  year.  I  would  also  thank 
the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and  the  Clerk  and  Chief 
Officers  for  their  ready  help  and  co-operation  at  all  times.

NOTES  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 


Live  Births 

There  were  457  births  during  the  year,  247  males  and  210  females, 
giving  an  adjusted  birth  rate  of  17-9  per  1,000  population  compared 
with  a  rate  of  17-2  in  1967.  The  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  16-9. 

Stillbirths 

Stillbirths  totalled  7,  or  at  a  rate  of  15  0  per  thousand  live  and  still 
births,  as  against  5  stillbirths  or  at  a  rate  of  11*0  during  the  previous 
year. 

The  stillbirth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  14-3. 

Deaths 

Deaths  during  the  year  amounted  to  243  or  an  adjusted  rate  of  14*2 
per  thousand  population,  as  against  243  deaths  with  a  rate  of  14-1 
during  the  previous  year. 

The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11-9. 

Infant  Mortality 

Deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year  totalled  12,  making  an 
infant  mortality  rate  of  26  0  per  thousand  live  births,  compared  with 
9  deaths  at  a  rate  of  2 10  last  year. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  during  this  year 
was  18*3. 
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Neo-natal  Mortality 

Deaths  of  infants  during  the  first  four  weeks  of  life  totalled  9,  the 
neo-natal  mortality  rate  being  20  0.  The  figures  for  the  previous  year 
were  5  deaths,  making  a  rate  of  1 1  *0. 

Maternal  Mortality 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year  as  against  one  the 
previous  year.  The  maternal  mortality  rate  for  the  whole  of  England 
and  Wales  was  0-24.

SECTION  2 

General  provision  of  Health  Services  in  Area 

Hospitals 

There  are  no  hospitals  in  the  district.  Infectious  diseases  are  admitted 
to  Hospitals  in  Liverpool.  General  Medical  and  General  Surgical  cases 
are  removed  to  the  General  Hospitals  in  Liverpool,  Bootle  and  Waterloo. 
Children  are  admitted  to  the  Liverpool  Children’s  Hospital  or  Alder 
Hey  Hospital. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  are  responsible  for  all  Ambulance 
facilities  in  the  Urban  District.  Modern,  elaborately  equipped  vehicles 
are  in  use  and  a  satisfactory  service  has  been  given.

School  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services  are  provided  by 
the  Lancashire  County  Council,  and  administered  locally  by  a  Divis¬ 
ional  Health  Committee,  on  which  Litherland  has  three  representatives.

The  inspection  of  food  premises  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors.  Shops,  vehicles  and  premises  where  food  is  prepared, 
stored,  conveyed  or  sold  are  kept  under  constant  supervision. 


Milk  Supply 

The  Dairies  and  Milk  Shops  within  the  district  are  periodically 
inspected.  87  samples  were  obtained  from  persons  selling  milk  within 
the  district,  and  sent  for  Bacteriological  examination.

Bakehouses. 

There  are  sixteen  bakers  and/or  confectioners  in  the  district;  the 
premises  are  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  clean  and  well  kept. 
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Prosecutions. 

In  July  a  complainant  brought  \  lb.  of  Bacon  into  the  office.  Upon 
inspection  it  was  found  to  be  contaminated  with  flies  eggs.  The  bacon 
was  taken  before  a  Magistrate  who  condemned  it  and  ordered  its 
destruction. 

In  November  proceedings  were  instituted  against  the  sellers  (Denny’s 
Supermarket)  in  the  Magistrates  Court.  The  case  was  found  proved 
and  a  fine  of  £20  imposed.

Infectious  Diseases 

During  the  year  1968,  139  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified. 
The  corrected  total  of  confirmed  cases  amounted  to  139  as  against 
171  on  the  previous  year.  The  subsequent  tables  give  details  of  age 
groups,  deaths  etc., 

6  visits  were  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  for  the  purposes 
of  investigating  certain  cases  of  infectious  disease. 

Scarlet  Fever 

There  were  three  confirmed  cases  of  scarlet  fever  compared  with  five 
the  previous  year;  there  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease,  which 
continues  to  be  a  mild  disease. 

Whooping  Cough 

There  were  17  cases  of  whooping  cough  notified  during  the  year 
as  against  14  cases  last  year.  There  were  no  deaths  due  to  whooping 
cough. 

Diphtheria 

There  were  no  confirmed  cases  during  1968,  and  none  was  recorded 
the  previous  year. 

Measles 

107  cases  were  recorded  during  the  year  compared  with  149  cases  in 
1967.  There  were  no  deaths  due  to  measles,  but  it  still  continues  to  be 
one  of  the  serious  infectious  diseases  of  childhood. 

Poliomyelitis 

No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.

SHOPS  ACT,  1950  ETC. 

The  Act  came  into  operation  on  1st  October  ,1950,  but  as  a  consolid¬ 
ating  measure  only,  making  no  change  in  the  existing  legislation. 
Under  the  Act  the  routine  inspection  of  shops  was  continued  during 
1968,  a  total  of  106  inspections  being  made  during  the  year.  Defects 
and  contraventions  discovered  were  referred  to  the  persons  responsible. 
These  matters  received  prompt  attention  and  were  dealt  with  informally 

At  the  end  of  1968  there  were  204  occupied  shops  on  the  register.

Overcrowding 

There  is  still  a  serious  shortage  of  houses  for  all  classes  of  people  in 
the  district,  although  considerable  improvement  has  been  effected 
during  the  last  ten  years. 

Offensive  Trades  and  Fish  Friers 

There  are  two  Tanneries  and  11  Fish  and  Chip  premises  in  the 
district;  there  have  been  no  complaints  regarding  these  businesses 
and  visits  are  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  from  time  to  time. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION 


Refuse  Collection 

This  work  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  Senior  Public 
Health  Inspector.  Household  Refuse  is  collected  on  a  weekly  basis  and 
Shop  Trade  Refuse  is  collected  on  a  twice  weekly  basis. 

During  the  year  we  took  possession  of  two  new  Shelvoke  &  Drewry 
50  cubic  yard  Pakamatics,  one  in  January  and  one  in  December.  This 
now  brings  the  total  number  up  to  three,  which  means  that  each  round 
now  has  a  new  vehicle,  and  we  look  forward  to  several  years  of  trouble 
free  running. 

During  the  month  of  September  there  was  a  strike  of  Refuse  Col¬ 
lectors  for  one  week,  and  in  order  to  cope  with  the  accumulation  of 
rubbish  a  large  number  of  paper  sacks  were  issued  to  householders  for 
the  additional  week’s  refuse.  After  the  strike  was  over  the  back-log 
was  quickly  cleared  up  due  to  the  hard  work  of  the  men  and  overtime. 


Clean  Air  Act,  1956 

The  No.l.  Smoke  Control  Order  is  in  operation.  A  survey  was  done 
during  last  year  for  the  No. 2.
